was, of course, two-fold. The 
main motive was naturaly pa- 
triotic. The farmers were deter- 
mined to do their part in the 
war effort and not to let the 
boys at the front down. The 
other reason was that during| 
the previous year 1942-43 with 
no price ceilings on vegetables 
and a constant demand, practi- 
cally all of the vegetables grown 
in fall and winter crops were 
sold at a profitable price and 
the Everglades growers were be- 
ginning to get their debts and 
losses during the depression 
years cleared away. They were 
beginning to see where they 
could again be on firm financial 
footing. 
Threats of a price ceiling 
floated about during the fall of 
1943 but the growers hoped that 
able winter vegetables 
would escape the ceiling prices 
which they feared would spell 
disaster due to the hazardous 
nature of this type of farming 
and the extreme perishabilty 
of the product. The ax fell in 
mid-winter of 1944 and imme- 
diately the entire farming area 
for snap beans felt the blow. 
Snap bean growers now no 
longer could hope for profits but 
merely for existence, hoping for 
the “breaks” that would enable 
them to keep on producing food 
for the nation and our allies and 
still keep,their financial heads 
above water until the govern- 
ment could be induced to sus- 
péüd the ceilings and let them 
have a chance to survive. 

Many of the smaller farm- 
ers were forced out of business 
in 1944 and still more in 1945. 
The larger farmers, working on 
the theory of increasing volume 
to cut losses, have during the 
past two years expanded to al- 
most the point of diminishing 
returns all along the line. Many 
of even the largest growers now 
say that unless price ceilings 
on green vegetables can be lift- 
ed the Everglades grower may 
as well fold up his tent and 
steal away in the night lest 
even that which he hath shall 
be taken away. ` 

The increase in acreage dur- 
ing the war period and its 
maintenance since price ceilings 
were enforced cannot in any 
measure be due to increased 
profits of the grower during 
these years on snap beans, at 
Teast. The increase is due first 
to the patriotic motive in main- 
taining the goals set by the 
War Production Board, and sec- 
ondly to a vain effort to cut 
expenses by increasing volume 
to the point of diminishing re- 
turns. 

The OPA adminstrator 
points out that ceilings on seed, 
fertilizer and farm implements 
should compensate the grower 
for ceilings on farm products. 
It is true that seed and fertiliz- 
er has been held down in price. 
The same cannot be said for 
labor which has skyrocketed to 
the point where labor is taking 
not only all the profits bat most 
of the returns. And, who has 
been able to buy farm machin- 
ery regardless of the price dur- 
ing the last few years? The 
fact that ceilings on machinery 
were enforced might have been 
of some value and helped to 
mitigate losses on labor had 
machinery been available. 

Also, the farmer has to eat 
and wear clothing all of which 
has advanced in price to the 
pomt where one takes their 


Palm Beach County farmers 
jumped their snap bean acre- 
age from 34,000 td 50,700 acres 
in a single year to win the “A” 
award for production of food 
stuffs for the war effort. The 
goal set by the War Production 
Board for the next year was 
set for 65,000 acres and the 
farmers extended their efforts 
to surpass that goal, reaching

The new Florida East Coast Railway cut-off 
to be constructed from just south of Utopia to join 
t the double track main line at Fort Pierce, a distance 
of just 30 miles, will give the Glades section of 
Florida virtually main line railroad service. 

At present the heavy traffic from the Glades 
must be handled over the single track branch, which 
cuts into the main line at New Smyrna Beach, a 
distance of 152 miles from Utopia, resulting in 
i] slower movement than would be possible over heavy 
duty trackage. 

The advantages of bringing the Glades produc-| 
ing areas so much closer to the double track main 
line of the Florida East Coast Railway are obvious. 
The major portion of the movement can then be| 
handled over heavy duty, high speed double track, 
while the branch around the Lake will serve chiefly 
as a loading and assembly line. 

Also the car supply situation 
ably simplified as refrigerator cars 
at Fort Pierce yards, ready for delivery on short 
notice to points in the Glades for loading. Likewise 
train crews and motive power will be available at 
Fort Pierce, a point over one hundred miles closer 
than at New Smyrna Beach. 

One difficulty in handling Glades traffic in the 
past has been its highly seasonal and fluctuating 
character. Normally the movement from the Lake 
area is concentrated in a seven months period, but 
varies greatly in volume from day to day and from 
week to week, depending on the season, weather

During some 
weeks the movement may 
average only around 200 
carloads, but later may 
reach a peak of over 500 
cars a week. 

The railroad must be 
constantly ready to meet 
these fluctuating needs of 
shippers. This involves 
keeping surplus equip- 
ment and manpower a- 
vailable for use on short 
notice. The advantage of 
having the refrigerator 
car supply, extra motive 
power and train crews 
available at Fort Pierce, 
only. 30 miles away im 
stead of 152 miles away at 
New Smyrna Beach, is 
readily apparent. In addi- 
tion the time required for 
loaded cars and trains to 
reach the main line from 
the Glades area will be 
greatly reduced and the 
movement generally expe- 
dited. 

In general, the construc- 
tion of the new cut-off 
will enable the Florida 


East Coast Railway to af- 
ford ‘the Glades section 
vastly improved service 
and thereby aid in the 
further development of 
this increasingly import- 
ant agricultural region. 


Glades Celery 
Forges Ahead 


As indicated by ship- 
ments over the Florida 
East Coast Railway celery 
is becoming an increas- 
ingly important crop in 
the Glades Area, which 
has rapidly forged ahead 
of other Florida celery- 
producing sections. One 
of the principal reasons 
for this is that celery of 
fine quality can be pro- 
duced cheaper in the rich 
muck soil of the Glades, 
which requires less ferti- 
lizer, and where inexpen- 
sive “mole” drainage can 
be employed. 

Back in 1934-35 only 57 cars 
of celery out of a total of 5,463 
cars of perishables, were shipped 
out of the Glades over the Flori- 
da East Coast Railway. B;

The development work car- 
ried on during all of this period 
resulted in an accumulation of 
information and data that caus- 
ed a revision of the ideas and 
plans for reclamation from time 
to time. By the year 1920 the 
accumulated a ttempt disclosed 
that the completion of the St. 
Lucie Canal would not in itself 
provide the complete -control 
necessary over Lake Okeechobee 
to give adequate protection to 
farming operations at all times. 
It was learned that in the rainy 
season and under the influence 
of sudden and heavy storms tie 
Lake level would rise much fast- 
er for a short time than it could 
be controlled by the outlet canal 
so that the adjacent land was 
still apt to be flooded for weeks 
at a time so that no farming 
activities could be carried on, 
successfully. It was also deter- 
mined that there existed the pos- 
sibility of floods occuring from 
the influence of heavy wind 
storms on the water of the Lake. 
Tiere was no reliable data 
available on the actual effect of 
a storm of hurricane proportions 
on the Lake and the adjacent 
land but in 1922 the Everglades 
Drainage District started the 
construction of levees along the 
lower portions of the south shore 
of the Lake providing general 
protection against a Lake ele- 
vation of 22 to 24 feet above sea 
level. The levees built were 
small and of varying heights 
constructed from the material 
available wich in some cases 
was shel] and rock but in others 
it was only muck 
The conclusions reached for 
the need of the levees were ful- 
ly justified in September 1926 
when a hurricane crossed the 
State of Florida, passing just 
south of Lake Okeechobee.. U: 
fortunately, the levees constrict. 
ed by that time were neither 
large enough, ‘igh enough nor 
strong enough to provide any 
adequate protection against the 
actual conditions which obtain- 
ed. The high winds swept the 
waterswaters of the Lake over 
the levees and over the land on 
the south side of the Lake caus- 
ing tie loss of thousands of dol- 
lars in property damage and re- 
sulting in the loss of over 400 
lives by drowning in the vicinty 
[of Moore Haven on the south- 
western side of the Lake. The 
direction of the wind was such 
that the greatest effect was felt 
at Moore Haven but great dam- 


age resulted throughout the 
region. 
After this storm the levees 


were replaced temporarily and 
plans were formulated for the 
construction of levees of a size 
that would be sufficient to pro- 
vide protection against condi- 
tions experienced during the 
1926 storm, Because of financial 
and other difficulties no work 
was done immediately and in 
September, 1928, the region was 
again visited by a hurricane 
which crossed the center of the 
Lake in a north-west direction.

There are no sizeable groves 
within tlie center of the Glades, 
but out near Clewiston, Loxa- 
hatchee and Port Mayaca there 
are several flourishing and pro- 
ductive acreages. 

At Loxahatchee there is a 
grove of some 800 acres, where 
Indian river fruit is grown, un- 
der corporation and landlord 
management. This year the 
company is picking a very large 
crop and is selling it at the 
plant and on shipment orders 
at very satisfactory prices. 

At the Bessmer properties at 
Port Mayaca, there are several 
hundred acres devoted to citrus 
fruit production, and this con- 
cern also finds a ready market 
for its wares. 

Over near Clewiston is locat- 
ed the Osceola groves, but its 
production is mostly for late 
summer fruit, which it markets 
for the big hotel and restaurant 
trade, making a specialty of 
late summer Valencias and 
grapefruit.

An Interesting 
History Of Glades 
Education Progress 


In 1913 there were two white 
settlers in what is now South 
Bay, two fishermen by the name 
of Chase and Van Ness. The 
Lockmiller family came into 
this region in 1913 to find a 
few. hardy pioneers along the 
lake shore in the present vicin- 
ity of Bean City. The first five 
settlers of Okeelanta also land- 
ed at the Okeelanta site in 1913, 
among whom the names of Law- 
rence E. Will and Sam Copper 
are familiar to all. About that 
time the Forbes family and 
others settled’ on Ritta Island 
and along the lake shore. 

It was not long until suffi- 
cient women and children had 
come to the then. wild custard| 
apple Everglades to demand a 
school The first school at this 
end of the lake was located at 
Okeelanta which soon became a 
flourishing settlement. Children 
from along the lake shore row- 
ed down the North New River 
Canal to Okeelanta and back 
each ‘day to attend the Okee- 
lanta school for the first few 
terms. 

The first school in South Bay 
was opened by John Wyse in 
1919 in a small school house 
on the bank of the canal near 
where the big drainage district 
pump now stands. The Bare 
Beach settlement also early had 
a school of its own and a little 
later there was a one room 
school on Ritta Island and an- 
other at Lake Harbor, each 
with a nice little group of chil- 
dren. 

As the little settlement at 
South Bay grew in numbers, a 
school site was obtained over 
in the new townsite near the 
Community Church buildings. 
Two rooms, and finally three 
rooms, were in operation with 
three teachers who divided the 
arious grades among them- 
selves.
